OUR FRONTISPIECE 
JAMES THAYER GEROULD 


“By inclination, aptitude, and experience, 
par excellence the University Librarian,” 
said President Hopkins in bestowing an hon- 
orary doctorate on James Thayer Gerould, 
Princeton’s Librarian, at the 1932 Dart- 
mouth commencement, ‘‘Master and deviser 
of much of the technique of library admin- 
istration in the American college, his interest 
in books has been their potency to instigate 
thought, rather than in them merely as 
repositories of knowledge.” 

Born in Goffstown, New Hampshire, in 
1872, of hardy, quiet, devout New England 
stock, the gentleman of our frontispiece, with 
two brothers, set out on the road to univer- 
sity work, earning his way through Dart- 
mouth. The two brothers chose biology and 
English literature, and won professorships. 
James Thayer chose library work, accepting 
his first library job as assistant in the General 
Theological Seminary library in New York 
City, the year after graduating from college. 


From 1897 to 1900 he served as supervisor 
in the Columbia University Library, then 
for six years as librarian of the University of 
Missouri. In 1906 he was appointed libra- 
rian of the University of Minnesota, where 
he guided the rapid development of a great 
book collection through a critical period, 
under heavy handicaps in the matter of 
buildings, and made of the library an effec- 
tive tool in the educational program. Plans 
for the present library building at Minnesota 
were nearly completed, and the foundations 
laid, when he was called to Princeton in 1920 
after the retirement of Ernest C. Richardson. 

Gerould is a builder by instinct; a builder 
of collections, a builder of buildings, a builder 
of staffs and of men. The new library which 
Princeton hopes to erect soon, his brain child, 
is radical in concept among university libra- 
ries, and may prove as popular, by imitation, 
as did his Minnesota plan. Half a dozen 
college and university librarians have had 
their baptismal training on his staff, and owe 
to him the discipline and inspiration which 
has equipped them for larger responsibilities. 

Perhaps his chief contribution to the 
library profession at large has been his pro- 
motion of co-operative bibliographical enter- 
prises like the Union List of Serials, the 
Union List of Government Documents, and 
the project now in process for a similar list 
of newspapers. Whereas many others have 
talked of such projects for half a century, he 
has gathered a smallegroup and led them 
into action, with fruitful results of far- 
reaching and inestimable value. 

A lover of books, he has been, and a lover 
of life; in both instances, for their person- 
alities and for high humanitarian adventure 
which they offered. Outside the library 
world his active interest in Red Cross work 
during the war, his participation in com- 
munity life wherever he has found himself, 
and his interest in international affairs, have 
given him a range of activities, interests, and 
associations which have enriched and human- 
ized his contributions to universities he has 
served, and to the profession o1 librarianship.

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MAGAZINE NOTES 


Chicago Schools Journal shows signs of new life this 
nice spring weather, vol. 16, nos. 1-6 (September, 
1934-February, 1935) having appeared as one issue 
in March, 1935. 

The Galleon, a journal of literary achievement, is a 
very interesting bi-monthly “little magazine” pub- 
lished in Reading, Pa. ($1.00 yearly). Prose and 
poetry of a worth-while kind, the magazine is spon- 
sored by The Galleon Writers’ Guild, and we note, 
on the honorary board of the Guild, the name 
of librarian A. D. Keator of the Reading (Pa.) 
Library. 

International Review of Educational Cinematography 
is succeeded from January, 1935, by a new form of 
periodical called Intercine, monthly, in five editions, 
Italian, French, English,German, and Spanish. Sub- 
scriptions will be 80 Lire, or its equivalent at rate of 
exchange on day of publication. 

Junior Home ($1.00 yearly), with April, 1935, be- 
came a mothers’ magazine, Junior Home for Mothers, 
and omitted the children’s section previously sup- 
plied. Therefore all Junior Home 1935 subscribers 
on the publishers’ books before April, 1935, will be 
entitled to subscribe to Children’s Activities for $1.25 
instead of the regular price of $2.50. Note that 
Children’s Activities was started in December, 1934, 
as a $4.00 monthly, but was in January, 1935, reduced 
to $2.50. It forms a “unit” with Junior Home for 
Mothers, thus covering the family, both the parents 
and the children, each in a separate magazine. Price 
of the two magazines in combination, $3.00. 

The New Christianity, a quarterly journal for its 
promotion and interpretation. This new periodical 
is issued by those of the Swedenborgian Faith and 
will try to lead its readers to the universal truths of 
the spiritual life as so clearly set forth by Emanuel 
Swedenborg. The first issue is a very interesting one 
and should lead to many subscriptions from the more 
thoughtful readers of the present day. (Vol. 1, no. 1, 
winter, 1935, $2.00.) 

North Carolina Law Review, vol. 11, is complete 
with nos. 1, 2, 4 (December, 1932, February and 
June, 1933). No April, vol. 11, no. 3, was published. 
We find most law is based on common-sense, but 
surely the N. C. legal mind is erratic, when an issue 
of vol. 11 for June, 1933, was not properly numbered 
as no. 3 

Poetry Digest, monthly, is the latest comer in the 
digest field. Its plan is to reprint, with credit, the 
best poems in the magazines of today, and also select 
a few outstanding original poems for first publication. 
This first issue reprints ten poems, and ~~ first 
publication to seven others. Editor, Alan F. Pater; 
publisher, Poetry Digest Association. 

Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature is trying a 
mid-month issue. An experimental, March 25, 1935, 
issue (vol. 34, no. 10), has been published and sent to 
subscribers, asking them to vote on the proposition — 
if subscription price is guaranteed not to be raised 
more than 15%. This means asemi-monthly, Septem- 
ber to June, monthly July and August, but with 
frequent cumulations, and an annual. 

Social Studies has been taken over by the American 
Historical Association, and with vol. 26, no. 1, Jan- 
uary, 1935, the size is reduced to 934 x 614 inches 
(formerly 10144 x 734) and now the numbers have 
grey covers, where before no cover was used. Pre- 
vious to vol. 25, this magazine was known as His- 
torical Outlook. 
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Speech Abstracts is a new bi-monthly, issued by 
speech specialists and is unique of its kind. It in- 
cludes reviews of published articles on speech. $3.00 
a year, first issue February, 1935 

Speech Monographs is a new annual issued by the 
National Association of Teachers of Speech, pub- 
lishers of Quarterly Journal of Speech. It will sell for 
$2.00 and vol. 1, no. 1, September, 1934, has 132 
pages. It will attempt to give, in the studies it pub- 
lishes, a cross section of the research done by members. 
This Association also issues Speech Bulletins at 50 cents 
each as a Supplement to Quarterly Journal of Speech. 

Vital Speeches of the Day is a fortnightly, quarto size, 
of which no. 1 was dated October 8, 1934. It was 
started as a weekly, this first issue being so designated, 
but was changed to fortnightly before the second 
number (October 22d) was issued and the price was 
therefore changed from $5.00 to $3.00. A so-called 
“Newsstand Edition’’ of pocket size, monthly, is also 
issued, also to be had by subscription at $3.00 a year. 
It contains a selection from the speeches given in the 
fortnightly edition. Why subscribe to a monthly, 
with only a part of the material in it, and that part 
not as timely, when for the very same price we may 
get all speeches which _ publishers deem worthy of 
printing? Vol. 1, no. 2, of the small edition is Feb- 
ruary, 1935, it has seventeen articles, three from the 
es vol. 1, no. 3; four from no. 5; six from 
no. 7; and one from no. 8. 

World Digest is another of those pocket size month- 
lies, giving abridgements of articles elsewhere pub- 
lished. Reader's Digest, the originator of the idea, 
covers articles from our most prominent magazines. 
Magazine Digest.of Toronto, Canada, gives a selection 
largely from well-known English and foreign period- 
icals. The World Digest, $3.00 a year, of which Feb- 
ruary, 1935, is vol. 2, no. 2, selects from all over the 
world — from books, newspapers, etc., as well as 
magazines — and it carries one or two articles called 
‘Jewels from the Past.” Its magazine selections are 
mostly from little-known periodicals. 


Subscription Extensions and Changes 


Electrical World. (Correction of item in Bulletin 
of Bibliography, September—-December, 1934.) Price 
reduced with September, 1934, from $5.00 to $4.00, 
and magazine changed from weekly to fortnightly. 
Subscriptions paid at old rate get one month extension 
for each four months paid at old rate. 

American Architect was bi-monthly and became 
monthly with October, 1934, and reports having cut 
back all subscriptions accordingly. This is a most 
unusual procedure and seems to mean that subscribers 
will only get as many issues as were paid for; that is, 
if six (= 1 year) bi-monthly numbers were paid for, 
six monthly issues will be held to fill the publisher’s 
obligation. 

Chester White Journal omitted January and April 
1934, and extended subscriptions two months. 

Christian Century (weekly) absorbed World To- 
morrow (fortnightly) in September, 1934, and on old 
subscription paid for both to December 31, 1934, an 
extension of two months on Christian Century was 
made. 

City Planning ceased with vol. 10 at end of 1934, 
and will be replaced by a merger of Civic Comment and 
City Planning, to be called Planning and Civic Com- 
ment, unless refund was requested before April 15, 
1935. The former editors of City ———- will issue 
a new periodical, Planners’ Jou 
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Contest Magazine skipped August, September, Octo- 
ber, 1934, and the new publisher will not give any 
extension to cover the omission, though the old pub- 
lisher had promised extension to cover omitted issues. 

Correct English, which publishes ten issues a year, 
omitted June, 1934, and extended all subscriptions 
one issue. 

Farmer's Home Journal resumed publication in 
December, 1934, at $1.00 a year, instead of 50 cents, 
and extended subscriptions 50% of time due. 

Illustrated Canadian Forest and Outdoors skipped 
February, 1935, and advanced subscriptions one 
month. 

Industrial Medicine skipped July to December, 
1934, and extended all subscriptions six months. 

Mid Pacific Magazine reduced from $3.00 to $1.00 
a year, and became quarterly after April, 1934. All 
subscriptions paid at old rate to December 31, 1934, 
were extended to July-September, 1936 (one and 
three-quarters years’ extension). 

Progressive Teacher combined January and Feb- 
ruary, 1935, and ‘‘will extend all subscriptions at 
least two months.” 

Violinist is resuming publication and all subscrip- 
tions which were paid and running in December, 1931, 
_— suspended, will get extension for all numbers

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


HEADICAR, B. M. A manual of library organiza- 
tion, illustrated. 

This book is by an English librarian, with forty-seven 
years’ experience in library work in Great Britain as 
well as on the Continent. It aims to cover more 
especially matters that have not before received 
adequate attention in other works, or which are 
almost new to the library profession. The author 
has a!so visited libraries in Germany, Holland, France, 
and Switzerland, and says ‘‘there are no more fields 
to conquer.’’ He covers the library under twenty 
subject-heads including Finance, Staff, Hours, Build- 
ings and equipment; Newspapers, Lending library, 
Reference library. Other special departments, 
Branches; Shelving and furniture; Book selections in 
theory and practice; Rules, County and regional 
libraries; Ethics.

HIGGINS, MARION VILLIERS. Canadian Govern- 
ment publications; a manual for librarians.

The author's 
information is derived from copies of the documents 
in McGill University Library, and in the library of 
Parliament, as well as the various other departmental 
libraries. The book covers: Judiciary, Governor-

partments of Justice, Agriculture, Interior, Mines. 
Public works, Trade and commerce, Finance, Marine, 
National defence.
